Can this be regarded as 
indicating the failure of the 
League—and therefore of the 
members composing it—to act up 
to the principles of its constitu- 
tion?

Stimulus to this belief 
has been given by outside com- 
ment which is not under the 
obligation to conform to. ihe 
League’s discipline. It is pos- 
sible to note in that comment the 
expression of hostility which 
has its root in other than the 
Sino-Japanese issue.

In these days a Finance 
Minister who can produce a 
balanced budget is entitled to 
Add to his sigh of relief a gesture 
of self-congratulation, Mr. T. V, 
Soong, in presenting such a 
budget to the Plenary Session 
of the Central Executive Com- 
mittee, is modestly restrained, 
He congratulates the Govern: 
ment. His only reference to his 
own part in the achievement is 
the necessary mention of the fact 
that his four and a half years of 
‘office received a temporary check

reappointed, in 
the midst of a grave national 
emergency.

wasteful expenditure on military 
resources, which have been used 
rather to satisfy internal am- 
bitions than to protect the coun- 
try against external aggression, 
have involved ruinous financing 
of the Government. He did his 
best to check these propensities. 
Givil war was too much for him. 
resigned this time last 
year the state of the exchequer 
was parlous; the Government's 
credit had reached the nadir. 

Finance Minister his respon- 
bility was definite but it was 
generally recognised that, had 
it not been for his influence and 
strenuous efforts to put the 
financial administration on a 
reasonably sound basis, ‘the 
situation would have deteriorat- 
ed much more rapidly. More- 
over his close attention to the 
maintenance of China’s credit 
abroad had gained for him the 
confidence of foreign nations, to 
the distinct advantage of the 
Government to which he belong- 
ed. The break with Canton had, 
however, so weakened the 
political’ influence of the Chiang 
Kai-shek administration that, in 
the early autumn of 1931; ‘the 
complaisance of the bankin; 
interests was exhausted. This 
‘on the top of the Manchuria 
trouble, made resignation the 
only possible course for the 
Government to pursue, especially 
a8 defections had occurred in its 
ranks and its Foreign Minister 
had been forced to resign by the 
physical violence of undisciplin- 
ed students. 

Mr. Soong is therefore” not 
very far wrong when he des- 
cribes the subsequent financial 
Tecovery as spectacular.

It 
may be surmised that 
‘suming office on Ji 
in such critical circumstances, 
he was determined, when 
the situation in Shanghai clear- 
ed, to enforce his views, This 
actually has happened. ‘The 
new policy of tolerance, linked 
up with the movement against 
civil war, has played a useful 
part in reducing expenditure. 
Mr. Soong's reforms in the 
administration of taxation, 
among which must be noted the 
long-promised abolition of likin 
were important factor

Mr. Soong ascribes 
the easier financial position in 
part to the reduction of the in- 
terest rates on domestic bonds to 
flat rate of 6 per cent. This 
saved the Government $100° mil- 
lions annually in debt charges. 
‘The suggestion that this measui 
was comparable with the B 
War Loan Conversion scheme 
cannot be entirely accepted; the 
latter gave the bondholders the 
option of realising in cash. Mr. 
Soong’s plan did not, Neverthe- 
less: it received the assent of the 
bondholders’ association and it

makes passing allusion. General- 
ly Mr. Soong’s statement should 
be received with approval.

‘Mr, J. 0, P, Bland’s new book 
is noticed ‘elsewhere to-day at 
some length. Reference to it! 
here is made only to draw atten- 
tion to a curious malady 
which assails certain critics 
who are dissatisfied with Gov- 
‘ernment policy. As pointed out 
by the reviewer Mr. Bland has 
“hates”: not the least of them is 
the Foreign Office official. To 
give logical expression to this 
point of view Mr. Bland has to 
est successive Secretaries of 
State from a sense of ministerial 
responsibility and picture them 
as putty in the hands of un- 
scrupulous bureaucrats en- 
Sconced in the dark recesses of 
Downing Street. Gilbert long 
ago assured the world that the 
burglar, when not a-burgling, 
loves to listen to the merry 
village chime. Discussion lately 
raged round the capacity of the 
oyster for good motherhood. To 
‘Mr. Bland and thinkers like him 
it seems impossible that per- 
manent officials can reach the 
plane of comparative blameless- 
ness, thus generously allotted to 
oysters and burglars. ‘They 
would have it that, the moment 
4 once amiable English gentle- 
man, after devoting to study 
such time as can be spared 
from cricket or football in his 
public school and university, 
manages to gain recognition 
from the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, he becomes a dark and 























horrid ‘sprite, fit for treasons 
stratagems ‘and spoils. All 
feelings of patriotism are 





‘automatically banished from hi 
breast. He embraces humanity 
with a fervent affection which 
definitely excludes from. its pur- 





view the people of his own 
country. If this doctrine at 


times takes too obviously a 
fantastic shape, then the world 
is told that the official cannot, 
help himself. He is personally 
‘a saint and" temperamentally a 
patriot but the iron discipline of 
a despicable calling condemns 
him to devious ways and direful 
fashions. So on the one hand. 
the permanent official is a 
tyrannical villain exploiting the 
ignorance of honest . political 
merit; on the other he is a help- 
less butterfly broken on the 
wheel of a perverse system. 
This type of criticism is un- 
fortunately encouraged by the 
circumstance that the official 
cannot hit back and cannot ex- 
plain. So it tends to develop on: 
Hines’ which would be rightly’ 
spurned by its exponents were 
the engagement a sparring match 
and not a coconut shy. ‘There 
is Mr. Bland—an elegant writ. 
and a charming gentleman, 
all accounts of him be true, with 
8 profound knowledge of human 
nature and China. In his fury 
against the Foreign Office 
official—and_ in particular one 
official—he is led into a breach 
‘of manners which normally he 
would be the first to deplore: he 
points a bitter gibe by means of 
a stupid pun on his victim's 
name, ever the worst of taste. 
Political chiefs can retort to 
criticism, either direct or by 
departmental rejoinders. The 
permanent official rarely can 
avail himself of this privilege. 
It is easy therefore for impish- 
ness to ascribe all kinds of 
delinquency to the bureaucrat 
without being in danger of ex- 
posure. Deductions are drawn 
from facts, honestly believed 
but often " imperfectly under- 
stood, and, if the - aforesaid 
recesses were open to the critic, 
he would be astonished some- 
times at the bewilderment evok- 
ed. If he could persuade him- 
self that Whitehall is not tenant- 
ed by a mass of clubbable men 
who use every waking hour to 
devise means for breaking up 
the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, he might avoid the 
grosser forms of error. The 
theory seems to be that, belong- 
ing perhaps to an estimable 
family which has given sons to 
the Army, to the Navy, to com- 
merce, to the Law, the man who 
elects to enter the Civil Service, 
whether at Home or abroad, is 
like the Girl Who Took the 
Wrong Turning and_ promptly 
‘emulates the Worst Woman in 
London. This is a terrible 
thought: it should make the 
Civil Service — Commissioners 
writhe in horror in the doubtful 
rusticity of Burlington Gardens.

CABINET STRAIN 
Dec. 21 
To-morrow the British Parli 
ment goes into a brief recess for 
Christmas, after beginning the 
session within five days of the 
prorogation of November 17. 
‘This break with leisurely tradi- 
tion shows the strain on legisla- 
tors. It also disposes of the 
criticism that Governments pre- 
fer to be without Parliament 
When faced with exceptionally 

vital issues. This National G 
ernment has had a remarkable 
success in carrying out the 
mandate for which it was re- 
turned. It has lost some of its 
Liberal virtue; it has still much 
to do. Retrenchment proposals 
in the early part of the coming 
year will, undoubtedly occupy 
considerable attention. ‘The 
danger lies there in the adoption 
of mea: which have the 
double defect of impairing the 
national power of recovery and 
of appearing to minister to some 
of the prejudices which are too 
prevalent on the back-benches of 
the predominant Conservative 
section of the administration. In 
particular the possibility of a 
further onslaught on education 
will be watched with some 
anxiety. Fortunately the com- 
bination of Lord Irwin, as 
President of the Board of 
Education, and Mr. Baldwin as 
Lord President of ‘the Council, 
should be strong enough to re- 
sist the specious arguments of 
reaction clothed in solicitude for 
the taxpayers’ interests. But, 
at this distance, it is difficult 
entirely to assess the problems 
before the Government except 
on the broadest possible line: 
The payment of the Debt instal 
ment to America raises the 
immediate isste of a conference 
on the subject of future handling 
of that debt. That is a most 
momentous ‘subject and will 
possibly entail the journey of 
one or more of the Cabinet to 
the United States, ‘The framing 
of the Indian Constitution is 
believed to be tentatively con- 
templated as an_ item in the 
programme of 1983. In addi- 
tion there are other substantial 
activities, such as_ the develop- 
ment of ‘the tariff policy, the 
representation of Great Britain 
‘on the World Economic Con- 
ference—when it meets—and the 
complicated discussions on Dis- 
armament. Domestic problems

Ramsay MacDonald's public 
speeches have lacked the grip 
expected of one in his position. 
There has been no suggestion 
that his successor should be 
sought, Rather his indispensa- 
bility—as far as any man can 
be said to have that quality— 
has been taken to urge better 
husbandry of his strength.

MacDonald in bringing Germany 
and France together. In addi- 
tion he is bound to’ give the 
closest attention to the Persian 
dispute which might easily de- 
velop into unpleasantly difficult 
proportions if handled carelessly. 
He is a member of the Indian 
Round Table Conference for 
which his own classic Report is 
Jan indispensable document. So 
the tale might be continued and, 
indeed, told of others: Mr. Bald- 
win, Sir Samuel Hoare, Lord 
Hailsham and the rest, No one 
imagines that immediate steps

Strike for Increased Wages: 
Workers Dismissed 
Dee. 21, 


yesterday about 70 
messengers employed by the three 
foreign cable companies went on 
trike, demanding increased wages, 
bonus’ and better treatment. ‘The 
companies received their delegates, 
‘and after consideration of thelr de- 
‘mands, refused to comply with the 
majority. 
It was pointed out that their co 
ditions of service were adequate to 
their livelihood and commensurate 
with provisions prevailing with the 
Government offices.

COMMISSIONERS. 


Council's Decision As to Mode 
of Selection. 


‘The Municipal Councit has again 
Jeonsidered the question of the 
manner in which two Chinese 
Land Commissioners should be 
chosen. At the-annual meeting of 
ratepayers on April 13, 1982, the 
{following resolution was passed:— 

“That in the opinion of this 
mecting the addition of two Chinese 
members to the Land Commission is 
desirable; and that the Council’ be 
hereby authorized and instructed to 
‘make representations to tho Powers 
concerned with a view to securing the 
‘addition of two Chinese members to 
the Land Commission.” 
Further, the meeting expressed 
the hope that when représentations 
were made to the Powers in con- 
neetion with this resolution, there 
should be adopted some method of 
ensuring that the interests of 
Chinese ratepayers who are not 
connected with the ownership of 
land should be safeguarded, 
On July 20 a letter was addressed 
by the Couneil to the Senior Consul 
setting out these facts and asking 
him to transmit to the Diploma 
Body the resolution of the rate- 
Payers, coupled with the Council’ 
view that the interests of Chines 
ratepayers could best be safeguard- 
fed by a specific provision in the 
amendment to Land Regulation 
VIA as to the mode of selection of 
the two Chinese Land —Commis- 
sioners, 

Recently the Mayor of Greater 

thanghai wrote to the Senior 
‘Consul expressing his opinion on 
the suggested manner of _appoint- 
ment of the new Commissioners. 
‘The Mayor's letter has been con- 
idered by the Council, and it has 
decided to waive a provision objected 
to involving the Council's approval 
fof the Commissioners, but that in 
order to carry out the intention of 
the last annual meeting of rate- 
payers, one Commissioner should be 
appointed by the Chinese Rat 
payers’ Association and should not 
be a landowner or a representative
